This caused the horses to start and to 
throw off the driver. It also loosened one 
of the blocks of granite, which rolled off, 
striking Booth and breaking one of the 
borse’s legs, 

The driver, Booth, was quite severely 
injured and was taken to the City Hospi- 
tal, where his injuries were found not to 
be of a dangerous character. 

The police were notified of the accident 
and Officer Barry went up and shot the 
animal and turned him over to Mr. Ward.

This convention has assembled to up- 
hold the principles upon which depend 
the honor and welfare of the American 
people, in order that Democrats through- 
out the Union may unite their patriotic 
efforts to avert disaster from their coun- 
try and ruin for their party.

BURGLAR'S BRUTALITY. 


Invalid Girl Bound and Robbed at 
Her Home In Broad Daylight, 


Not Expected to Recover From 
the Shock. 


But Little Prospect of Running Down the 
Perpetrator of the Crime 


West Winsted, Conn., Sept. 9.—One 
of the boldest daylight burglg¢ries in the 
history of northwestern Connecticut oc- 
curred here yesterday afternoon at the 
home of Robert Hoffman, corner of Oak 
and Beach streets. Two diamagnd rings 
anda gold watch are missing, and Mary, 
the 18-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Hoffman, is dying. She was 
found, in a hallway on the first floor, 
by her brother Francis, 15 years old, 
bound hand and foot, and in an uncon- 
scious condition. Beside her lay a slung- 
shot, made of a piece of black calico, 
with a small stone enclosed in one end. 
The burglar made good his escape. 

After the Hoffman family had fin- 
ished dinner yesterday noon, all the 
members, with the exception of Mary 
and Francis, left home, Mr. Hoffman 
going to the factory of the Gilbert Clock 
company, Where he is employed; Mrs. 
Hoffman to visit a sick neighbor, and 
the children to school 

Francis worked yut the garden till 
shortly before 3 o'clock, when he en- 
tered the house for a drink of water. 
Searcely had he passed the threshold of 
the door when he heard a low moaning, 
as if somebody was in great pain. He 
went to the hallway, and was greatly 
frightened upon finding his sister lying 
on the floor, with both her hands securely 
fastened with a piece of rope, and her 
feet tied with, @ leather shawl strap. Her 
death, and her teeth 


face Was as pale as 
were set. 

“Sister " cried Francis, but 
there came no reply. Occasionally, the 
girl would murmur: “Don't take my 
ring.’ My father’s papers are no good 
to you.” 

As quickly as possible, Francis notified 
the neighbors of what had happened, 
and, while he went after his father and 
mother, neighbors removed the rope and 
strap from the girl's hands and feet and 
sent for a doctor. Medical Examiner 
Hulbert and Dr. Howe quickly respond- 
ed. No marks of violence were found 
on the girl's body, but the attending 
physicians say her condition is critical. 

Mrs. Edwin Bailey, who lives nearly 
opposite the Hoffman house, says she 
saw an unknown man, with a red mus- 
tache and dark colored hair, leave the 
Hoffman house about 2:30 and drive 
away ina northerly direction with an-

In November last Mary Hoffman was 
thrown out of a wagon and injured her 
skull, and she never fully recovered from 
the effects of the fall. Hoffman has lived 
here 15 years, and is worth considerable 
money. The police are in hopes that the 
girl will recover consciousness enough to 
throw some light on the mystery, but 
the doctors entertain little hope for her 
recovery. 

Not Growing Fast. 
Worcester, Mass., Sept. 9.--The 50th an- 
nual session of the nationla council of 
the United American Mechanics openedin 
this city yesterday. National Councillor 
Charles J. Dittess of Philadelphia pre- 
and read his annual report, in 
which he spoke, with some regret, of the 
act that the order had not grown as 
fast as it should during the past year, 
and suggested that the cause lay in the 
hard times. The report of the national 
secretary shows that there are now in 
the country 16 state councils, witha total 
membership in subordinate councils of 
53,625. The financial statement shows 
that the total receipts of all the councils 
for the year have been £973,213.05. The 
disburse me nts have been, for benefits, 
$143, 5: for other purposes, $184,486.75. 
There are now in the treasuries $633,- 
249.79, an increase of $122,536.76 during the 
year. The four subordinate councils of 
the city tendered the national council a 
banquet last evening, at which about 200 
sat down, and informal speeches were

One Engine Wrecked. 

Springfield, Mass., Sept. 9.—A _ loco- 
motive, which backed out from this city 
to bring in a freight train from North 
Dana, the engine of which was disabled, 
collided with a passenger train yester- 
day afternoon at the Red Bridge flag 
station, two miles from Collins. Mrs. 
A. W. Slate of this city was injured, and 
a number of passengers received slight 
bruises. The freight locomotive was 
a total wreck, and the locomotive of the 
passenger train derailed. The passenger 
train was flagged at Red Bridge, and 
was only going at 10 miles an hour when 
the collision occurred, but the freight 
locomotive was going at 20 miles an hour. 
There is a bad curve at Red Bridge, and 
neither engineer could see ahead for any 
distance. It is supposed that the engi- 


néer of the freight locomotive under- 
stood that he was to hitch on to the 
passenger train instead of the freight, 
and the engineer of the passenger train 
supposed he had the right of way.

A Disastrous Landslide. 

Rockland, Me., Sept. 9—There was a 
landslide in the Cobb Lime company’s 
quarry yesterday, by which 1,000,000 or 
more casks of rock were thrown into the 
bottom of the quarry, wrecking the 
hoisting gear and burying the pump 
house, with all its machinery, under 
may feet of solid rock. The workmen 
had timely warning, and so escaped 
death. The loss is about $7000 by damage 
to the apparatus, and may render a $50,- 
000 quarry useless, from the fact that it 
cannot be easily operated. 


Crazed by Dread of Poverty. 

Fall River, Mass.,. Sept. 9.—Richard 
Cooney, 30 years of age, a mule spinner 
of this city, died at the Taunton insan¢ 
asylum of violent insanity.

Senator Hill In a Position Requiring 
Him to Declare Himself, 


A Double-Headed Prohibition 
Ticket In Bay State. 


Bourke Cockran Declines a Republican Nomi- 
nation For Congress. 


New York, Sept. 10.—Senator Hill re- 
mained at the Hotel Normandie all day 
yesterday, and saw a large number of 
callers. Senator Hill still declines to 
make any statement of his probable 
course, He is being urged to endorse the 
Democratic ticket adopted at Indianapo- 
lis. There is a little trouble about that, 
bowever. While the Chicago platform 
eclared for free silver, the Democrats 
at Indianapolis went to the other ex- 
treme, and declared for gold monometal- 
lism. Hill is opposed to both. 

Senator Hill was yesterday, at Albany, 
duly elected a delegate to the state con- 
vention at Buffalo. The delegates were 
instructed to endorse the Chicago ticket 
and platform. Senator Hill has not yet 
stated whether he will accept, and there 
is much speculation as to his probable 
action. 

Chairman Jones of the Bryan Dem- 
ocratic national committee left Chicago 
yesterday afternoon for New York, the 
inimediate purpose of his visit to see 
that the Buffalo convention endorses 
Bryan. He will stop at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, Where he has an appointment with 
Senator Hill, Mr. Sheehan and others for 
tomorrow night. Mr. Jones hopes Mr. 
Hill will be there. 

Senator Jones is very anxious to know 
what the Buffalo convention will do. He 
does not place any particular reliance 
upon his ability to draw Senator Hill out 
and get any specific promise from him, 
but he would like to have the state con- 
vention endorse Bryan, and thus temper 
what he considers the bad effects of 
Bryan's second visit to New York, which 
Mr. Jones regards as a foolhardy piece of 
business. Mr. Jones told Bryan that the 
east was solid for McKinley, and that 
another trip there was nonsense, but Mr. 
Bryan claimed to know that he would 
carry New York by a very comfortable 
majority. 


TWO CONVENTIONS. 


Straightout and National Prohibitionists Make 
Their Nominations. 

Roston, Sept. 10.—Prohibitionists of 
this state held their convention in As- 
sociation hall yesterday, and for Prohi- 
bitionists they managed lo get up quite 
a show of enthusiasm. ‘rhe convention 
nominated Allen Coffin of Nantucket, a 
leading lawyer in that part of the state, 
for governor, and William W. Nash of 
Williamsburg for lieutenant governor. 
Both candidates were named by accla- 
mation, and cheered as they accepted 
in brief speeches. The state ticket was 
then completed by the following selec- 


tions, Which were made by acclamation: 
For secretary of state, Willard O. Wyle 
of Beverly; for state treasurer, R. C. 
Haverly of Hyde Park; auditor, Thomas 
A. Frizzell of Hinsdale; attorney general, 
Wolcott Hamlin Amherst. This prac- 
tically completed the work of the con- 
vention, 

Boston, Sept. 10.—At the afternoon 
session of the National Prohibition con- 
vention only about 20 persons were in 
the hall. The platform of the party

FITZ PUTS UP $5000. 


Ready to Fight Corbett to a Finish at Any Time 
or P ace. 

New York, Sept. 11.—About 25 of the 
sporting editors of New York newspapers 
Were present last night at a banquet 
given at Union Square hotel by Bob 
Fitzsimmons, the pugilist, and his man- 
ager, Martin Julian, to which James J. 
Corbett had been invited as a special 
guest. Corbet however, did not re- 
spond, though the sporting fraternity 
Was well represented. The dinner was 
ferved in style and passed off without 
incident. 

After cirgars, Manager Julian, who 
had been acting the part of host, made 
the speech of the evening, which con- 
tained, as was expected, a challenge to 
Corbett for a match with Fitzsimmens. 
Fitzsimmons had catered to Corbett long 
enough, his action in telling Corbett to 
fight somebody elsa being only in retalia- 
tion for Corbett’'s first response to his 
challenge, when he was sneeringly told 
tu go and make a reputation by fighting 
somebody. 

“It is about time to stop all this talk,” 
said Mr, Julian, “and to see whether 
James J. Corbett is really anxious to 
meet Mr. Fitzsimmons, as he says he 
is. We invited Mr. Corbett te this ban- 
quet, and if Mr. Corbett had accepted 
our invitation,he would have been treat- 
ed like a gentleman and as one of our 
Buests. Instead of coming, however, he 
has wired that he will take no notice of 
Mr. Fitzsimmons. We know why, and 
he knows, too, that the moment he meets 
Fitz, he meets his Waterloo. He has 
said that he wants to retire, the un- 
beaten heavyweight champion. He will 
never retire as such while Fitzsimmons 
is alive and can get him in the ring. 

“In conclusion, I will say that if the 
offenT am about to make is not accepted, 
we will not push Mr. Corbett a minute; 
we will give him his own reasonable 
time, though we are ready to fight him 
in a week, a month, or three months’ 
time. I have here (and Mr. Julian pulled 
from his pocket a number of new bills, 
neatly folded) the sum of $5000, which [ 
am going to put up as a forfeit for a 
match for $5000 or $10,000 a side, and for 
the lurgest purse offered. We challenge 
for a tight to a finish, which must be 
stipulated in the articles of agreement, 
and we wil tight on any spot on earth 
Where they will allow a finish fight to 
take place, or Where the biggest purse is 
offered.” 

After considerable discussion, Dave 
tiunhand was made temporary stake- 
holder, and the $5000 was handed over to 
him to keep until Corbett covered it, and 
the tinal stakeholder was appointed.

The shoe was on the other foot yester- 
day. The men who stayed away two 
years ago to spite the president went to 


the polls, but the other half of the De- 
mocracy religiously stayed away Thus 
it has happened that in two elections 


only half a party has been in the field. 


As the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor was swept into oflice on the crest 
of a tidal wave, so the state representa- 
tives to congress have been elected by

GER in reference to the report of the 
Democratic caucus held at Wollaston, 
might well cause oné to smile atthe flimsy 
manner in which the attempt is made to 
excuse an unpardonable error. 

The writer, to use his own words, says: 
Itisno disgrace to be a Populist, no 
more so than to be a Republican or Demo- 
crat. Mr. Bryan is the nominee of the 
Populist party. Therefore it is perfectly 
proper that both elements should have been 
in evidence at the caucus,’’ 

We admit that it is no disgrace to be a 
Populist. In fact, some of the ideas 
advanced in the Populist platform are very 
commendable and ahead of either of the 
old parties, yet, nevertheless, it is the 
policy of many persons ip the Republican 
party to use the term ‘* Populist’’ as an ex- 
pression of their contempt or aversion of 
those having a political faith other than 
their own, and any fair-minded person can- 
not but admit that the expression used in 
the report of the Wollaston caucus gave 
the same Inference. 

That Mr. Bryan is the presidential 
nominee of the Populists,does not have the 
least reference to the Democratic party or 
caucus heldin Wollag- 
ton on Friday last was nota ‘ Populistic- 
Democratic,’ but a straight Democratic 
caucus, and to refer to it as Populistic was 
decidedly improper and wholly uncalled 
for. 

It is evident that it is the policy of some 
of the reporters for our local papers to 
belittle and misrepresent the political 
actions of persons with ideas in opposition 
to their own, yet this should not be. <A 
paper may express its own opinion editori- 
ally, but in the matter of reporting the 
current events of the day it should be im- 
partial and adhere strictly to the truth,

SEAMAN BURIED ALIVE, 


One of the ase ae’ of Alleged Inku- 
manity on the Ship Warrior, 


Savage Officers and a Dog Fig- 
ure In Tales of the Crew. 


Horrible Cruelties Practiced on a Voyage 
Lasting Over Four Months. 


Boston, Sept. 19.—Terrible is the tale of 
suffering and maltreatment told by the 
crew of the British ship Warrior, 137 
days out from Rio de Janeiro. which 
came into this port last Thursday even- 
ing. blows and kicks were daily 
incidents of the voyage, according to the 
men, and a wolf-hound which

was on board snarled at their heels 
while they worked, and bit and tora 
them at the word of the mates. To add 
horror to cruelty and misery, the boat- 
swain died at sea, and the men who 
sewed him up in canvas and hastily slid 
the ided body over the side of the 
ship at the officers’ command, claim that 
life was not extinct when they did so. 

The men back up their statements by 
baring their limbs and showing the heal- 
ing scars of wounds, which they say 
were made by the sharp fangs of the 
savage beast, and by a signed story of 
the voyage. 

The captain, A. J. Kitchen, who has 
sailed the ship for 12 years; First Mate 


FRuchanan, Second Mate William How- 
ard and Steward James McDonald deny 


the charges in toto. 
They were officially preferred by the 
rew before the British consul yesterday.

he men left the ship yesterday, and 
on the advice of the consul returned to 
it this morning, so that they cannot be 
ciasst das deserters. They are loth to 
do so, ho ver, as they fear, they say, 
that their return will be the signal for 
the officers to heap more abuse on them. 
They Were told they were under the pro- 
tection of the United States law while in 
this port, iman White finally over- 
ruled all. objection by saying: “If we 
con't go aboard we will be made out 
deserters. It may be as much as our 
lives are worth to go, but, at any rate, 


let us take the consul’s advice and go like 
men.”’ 

A reporter saw a number of the sea- 
men at their lodging houses after the 
hearing, and heard their individual 
stories of the voyage. They agree inthe 
important details 

Alfred Albert, a seaman, said that they 
had sailed from Rio on the Sth. ““Weall 
shipped there,” he continued, “for the 
crew which brought her to that port de- 
serted as scon as she cast anchor. The 


abuse commenced before we put to sea 
—I never was cursed and called so many 
vile names in my life as I was by that 
mate. It was this way all the time: 
‘Come here, you—,’" and then followed

has mutinied for less. We were cuffed 
about all the time. We put into Cebu, 
in the Philippine lands, and began to 
load hemp. The second mate abused me 
there, and I wrote a letter to the British 
consul and told him about it. Mate Bu- 


chanan got hold of the letter and read it. 
He hit me a terrible blow over the head 
witha club of some sort,and half stunned 
I stumbled to the steward’s door. Ha 
opened it, and throwing his arms about 
me, held me tight, while the mate hit me 
time after time over the head. I still 
spit blood from the effects of it when] 
work hard. I fell, and the mate kicked 
me with his heavy boot. 

“Then the bo'’sun had bee 


n wasting 


away with fever or something, and died 
| Some of us were scrubbing paint along- 
side, and the second mate came to us 
and said he was dead. He ordered us 
to hurry up get him out of his bunk, 
while he was arm and before he stift- 
ened up anid got col When we picked 
him up he was gasping for breath, and 
his eyes opened two orthreetimes. The 


mate bade us sew him up, and he went 
overboard.” 

Seaman Hannath was one of the men 
bitte nm by the dog. He exhibited newly- 
healec ars on his arms and side, wher 


he claims the dogs’ fangs had buried 
themselves. He said that the wounds 
continued to bleed for some time after 
they were made, and that he started aft 
to ask the captain how to stop it, but as 
he came on the poop the mate set the dog 
on him again, and he chased him for- 
ward. The dog, he said, was left to run 
around the poop loose, when the 
mate shouted an order he took his cue 


from him and ran snapping and snarling 
after the man who was executing it. 

Henry Nelson claimed that he 
tacked by the second mate 
knife, and after the mate 
him he jumped into the sea. The mate 
threw the knife after him. A boat had 
been put out and he was brought back. 

Martin Veversen claimed that he had 
been attacked by ‘the dog, and showed 
wounds in the head which had, he said 
been inflicted by him. 

William Beterson of Plymouth, Eng., 
who acted as spokesman at the hearing 
before the consul, said that the men were 
brutally treated by both mates. Several 
of them had been bitten by the dog, 
which was a ferocious beast, and had 
been presented to Captain Kitchen by a 
friends, in Hong Kong. The dog had 
been trained to obey the mates, and at 
their word would seize any man in- 
Gicated by them. The men were power- 
less to defend themselves. 

He said that the food served on board 
Was miserable, and his mouth had be- 
come so raw that when he reached Bos- 
ton it could not bear the touch of good 
food. The steward had attacked him 
with a cleaver on several occasions, and 
he had bled from the wounds he inflicted.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


fopic For the W eck.geginning Sept. 20. 
Comment by Rev. 5. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—The need of home missionary work. 

—Isa. Ixii, 1-12. 

The need of home missionary work 
lies principally in the fact that there 
are sO many people in our country 
who are not Christians, who are nos 
saved. We speak of our country asa 
Christian nation. As generally applied 
to nations, this is true, and yet in 
Christian America there are whole sec- 
tions and entire peoples that are no® 
Christians. Many of these have not the 
opportunity to hear tho gospel, and 
these millions express our greatest mis- 
pionary need. Twelve millions of chil- 
dren in America are not in our Sunday 
schools, and 40,000,000 of our inhab- 
itants are not members of any church. 

A glance at some of those who are not 
Christians will demonstrate how great 
is our need. 

The American Indians. There are 
in America today 250,000 Indians, dis- 
tributed in every state in the Union, 
but living principally in Indian Terri- 
tory. The general impression is that the 
‘Indians are rapidly dying out.’’ This 
is amistake. The birth rate is increas- 
ing. One tribe has doubled its numbers 
in the past 15 years. These native Amer- 
icans need the gospel of Christ. They 
have special claims upon us because of 
the treatment that they have received in 
their own country. 

2. The mountain whites of the south. 
We speak of America as a Christian na- 
tion, and yet within a 24 hours’ ride of 


New York city there liye almost 2,000, - 
000 of native born Afmericans in the 
mountains of the south whose moral 


and spiritual condition should appeal to 
every American heart. These people al- 
so have special claims uponus. Their 
forefathers conquered the wilderness and 
the and were foremost in the 
Revolutionary war. They were a reli- 
gious people, being Scotch-Irish Presby- 
terians. By losses in the Revolution and 
because they were opposed to slavery 


savage 


they were driven into the mountains 
and compelled to obtain a living by 
hunting, tishing and rude farming. Re- 


moved from civilization, they have sunk 
into a moral and spiritual degradation 
that is indescribable. Whatagreat need 
for missionary work! 

8. The freedmen of thesouth. In 1619 
slavery was introduced into this coun- 
try. It existed until the civil war, and 
the result was not only the physical 
bondage of several millions, but, ina 
large measure, mental and moral degra- 
dation, accompanied or followed as a re- 
sult of physical degradation. The negro 
race is rapidly increasing in numbers, 
500 of them being born every day. They 
are here to stay. They cannot be re- 
moved to any other part of the world. 
The United States government could not 
build ships fast enough to deport them. 
They need two things to make thetr 
presence a blessing—education and 
Christianization—another great need for 
missionary work. 

4. The irreligious masses of our gre*$ 
cities. From the time that the descend- 
ants of Seth followed a pastoral life, 
while those of Cain built cities and 
dwelt in them, the one life has been 
conducive of morality and religion, 
while the other, to a large extent, has 
not. Our great cities have been and are 
today the centers of vice, immorality 
and irreligion. They are rapidly increas- 
ing in number and in population. Chris- 
tianity has not kept pace with their 
rapid growth. There are in oar 
cities who are not Christians. What a 
great need! 

6. Our great west.

Association Meddled With Polities, 


Tillman Has Great Faith In 
the Election of Bryan. 


Bath, Me., Sept. 22.—Hon. Arthur Sew-

Marine association, his 
being now in the hands of 
the secretary of that organization.

A. R. Smith, Secretary, New York 
City—Dear Sir: Enclosed find my resig- 
nation as president and member of the 
American Merchant Marine association, 
to take effect on receipt. The origin of 
this asociation and its purpose was to 
advocate, and by all proper methods 
promote, the restoration of the mer- 
chant marine this country. It was 
distinetly understood that the organiza-

tion was to be free from politics and en- 
tirely non-partisan in its character. 1 
have always regarded it as a national 


question, and believed that both the 
great parties, after proper investiga- 
tion, would be equally interested to ef- 
fect the legislation that would tend to 


restore to our nation its supremacy upon 
the ovean 

Your recent methods, introducing poli- 
tics and partisanship in the workings of 
your office, do not meet my approval, and 
I cannot lon »associated with an or- 
ganization ¢ fucted by such methods 


I enclose cli = from our local paper, 


which illustrates the objectionable 
methods of y r management which you 
have recently introduced without con- 
ferring with me. I especially refer to 


the closing remarks in your letter, which 
I assume, Knowing that you know your 
duties and powers retary of this 
organization, that you did not put out 
without authority, either formal or in- 
formal, from your executive committee 
Yours truly, 
Arthur Sewall. 

Mr. Sewall has always held that a 
restored merchant marine was a neces- 
sity and of national interest, and that 
it shoud be kept entirely clear from 
partisanship.

A Ta‘k With Secvetary Smith. 

New York, Sept. 22.—Last week Alex- 
ander R. Smith, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine association, sent 
out circuars containing an appeal to 
voters to support McKinley and Hobart, 
because the Republican platform favors 
the restoration of discriminating duties 
for the protecti of the merchant ma- 
rine. Arthur Sewall, candidate for vice 
president, is president of the association. 


The circulars reached Mr. Sewall, and 
yesterday Mr. Smith received a letter 
from the vice presidential candidate, 


When questioned, concerning the letter, 
Mr. Smith said: “I cannot tell what that 
letter contained. Mr. Sewall will have 
to give it out himself if he wishes to 
have it published. As to the circulars, I 
sent them out without considering Mr. 
Sewall’s position as a candidate. The 
Republican party, in its platform, of- 
fered to give us what Mr. Sewall and our 
association had been demanding for 
years, While the Democrats ignored us; 
so I thought that we ought to support 
the party that supports us, and I sent 
out the circulars. I suppose it was in- 
discreet, but there was nothing else to 
do. I know that Mr. Sewall heartily 
favors the shipping plank in the Repub- 
lican platform, but his position is embar- 
rassing under the circumstances. He 
knew nothing of the circulars till they 
were sent out.” 


IN LIBERTY'S BEHALF. 


How Tillman Thinks Supreme Court Judges 
Should Be Treated. 
Philadelphia, Sept. 22.—At an open air 
meeting of Democrats in this city last 
night, Senator Tillman made one of his 


characteristic speeches to an audience of 
about 2000 persons. He denounced the 
claims made by the advocates of a gold 
standard, and criticized the administra- 
tion of President Cleveland, as to the 
bond issue. Referring to the supreme 
court, the speaker said: “Jf McKinley 
is defeated the Democratic party will 
take the rascally judges by the throats 
and teach them that there is yet liberty 
in this land.” 

When asked if he thought Pennsy!- 
vania, where he has been speaking, 
would vote for Bryan, he replied: “The 
trouble with the state is that Wright 
and Singerly and the rest of the Phila- 
delphia gold crowd held on to the ma- 
chine, and broke all the bogs they could. 
The new chairman is trying to get to- 
gether a working force, and I believe 
has about effected a reorganSation. I 
am not able to tell what the result will 
be. In Philadelphia, the local machine 
is still disloyal or mugwumpish. The 
corruption of the Philadelphia elections, 
Iam given to understand, is greater than 
it has ever been in any southern state. 
There is no limit to the possibilities to 
fraud. 

“In the anthracite coal regions, four- 
fifths of the miners are for free silver. 
That district, I am convinced, will send 
four silver men to congress. I have great 
faith in Bryan's election. I calculate on 
every state west of the Mississippi and 
south of the Ohio. Illinois and Indiana 
are absolutely safe. We may lose Wis- 
consin, and Michigan is doubtful.”

FAVOR BOULEVARD 


Improvement of Hancock Street 
Considered at Length 


At an Interesting Meeting of the 
Board of Trade, 


Quincy & Boston Street Railway 
Ready to Cooperate. 


There wasa gathering of representative 
citizens at the meeting of the Board of 
Trade on Wednesday evening in the Dur- 
gin & Merrill block, President Adams 
was in the chair. 

The evening was devoted to the con- 
sideration of one improvement, the rebuild- 
ing of Hancock street. 

Councilman Moxon said the subject was 
timely at this time as the Quincy & Boston 
street railway had petitioned for a double 
track on the street. He wished the meet- 
ipg to consider: I1st—Whether it was 
advisable to widen to boulevard form ; and 
2d,—How best can the city raise the money. 

A 90-foot boulevard would allow for two 
10 foot sidewalks, two. roadways 26 feet 
wide and a reservation of 18 feet for the 
two tracks of the street railway. To re- 
build the street, paving one side of the 
reservation and Macadamizing the other 
would cost from $120,000 to $125,000. 

If advisable, how can the money be 
raised ? If no more loans are made by the 
city this year, there would be sufficient 
margin within the debt limit to just pro- 
vide for it, but would it be best to go to 
the limit, and leave no Jeeway for any- 
thing else. He believed it would be neces- 
sary to get authority to make a loan out- 
side the debt limit. The city could expect 
some help from the Street Railway com- 
pany. The company can well afford to 
contribute what it will save in construc- 
tion, and it would save considerable. 

C. F. Knowlton, the Commissioner of 
Public Works, had considered the widen- 
ing and rebuilding of Hancock street and 
believed it would bea good thing for the 
city. The distance from Adams street 
to the Neponset bridge was 14,700 feet and 
his estimate for an 80 foot boulevard was 
$117,000, and that to make it five feet 
wider would cost about $5,000 more. 

This would make one of the best boule- 
vards in the State. It would be necessary 
to pass an ordinance, however, compelling 
teams with loads of over two or three tous 
to keep on the paved side. 

The street was now 66 feet wide. To 
make it a paved street for the entire width 
would cost $99,000. 

He estimated the land damage for the 
widening at $20,000 which he believed 
would be offset by betterments. 

If the Street Railway Company was 
called upon to pave its two tracks the cost 
would be $40,000, and the grooved rail 
would cost $20,000 extra. In boulevard 
form no paving would be required, a 
cheaper rail would answer, only one line 
of poles and less wire would be required, 
and such a location would be worth con- 
siderable to the company. 

Henry H. Faxon objected to a street all 
paved. Thought cost of land for widen- 
ing would exceed $20,000. Believed in 
betterment act. Was doubtful if it was 
expedient to widen Hancock street to 85 
feet. 

W. B. Rice said he was interested in the 
question, There would be a great develop- 
ment in the metropolitan district in the 
next few years, The time to make this 
change was now. Quincy was not now ac- 
commodated in railroad facilities as it

should be. The city had been side tracked 
by the N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R., and its ser- 
vice was no better than many towns 20 
or 30 miles from Boston. At a cost of 
$125,000 the widening would be a good in- 
vestment for the city even if assessed all in 
one year. The street railway could afford 
to pay the entire cost of the work for the 
privilege of a reservation and tenure. An 
elevated railroad from Boston would soon 
run to the Quincy line, and then we would 
have quick transit. He favored a boule- 
vard paved on one side and Macadamized 
on the other. It was wrong for the city to 
give away franchises. We should go to 
the Legislature and obtain the right to is- 
sue bonds. ‘Then lease the centre of the 
street on the most favorable terms fora 
term of twenty years. It was a metropoli- 
tan improvement and metropolitan im- 
provements met with favor in the Legis- 
lature. 

Mr. Faxon believed the entire method of 
travel would change within 20 years. That 
electricity would be applied to everything 
possible. 

Mr. Rice thought a roadway would be 
necessary even then. 

Jobn R, Graham, as a citizen, was 
heartily in favor of the boulevard scheme. 
It would be of the greatest benefit to the 
city, by attracting desireable residents. 
The growth of Quincy would be large with 
good facilities, At first the Neponset line 
of electrics didn’t pay, but the trips had 
been increased and where a few hundred 
were carried each day at the start there 
were now 3900. The West End now 
acknowledged its line to Neponset to be 
one of its best. 

The Street Railway Company was ready 
to do what wasright. If it was required 
to pay for franchises it wouJd not be able 
to Carry passengers as cheaply. Believed 
company was willing to pay city in some 
way for reservation. Thought it un- 


necessary to do a complete job in one year, 
bat make the widening and get the land. 
The street railway could then put in its 
part. It was anxious to double track 
Hancock street right away. 

J. Q. A. Field was asked to give his 
views, and said at the outset that he con- 
sidered it a railroad scheme, To lease any 
part of the street would take it out of con- 
trol of the city.

OUR NEW YORK LETTER. 


Playwright Stephens’ Big Success—From 
Steve Brodie to Sothern-W. Sew. 
ard Webb’s Romance, 


[Special Correspondence. ] 
Perseverance is a mighty valuable 
and potent thing in the struggle for 
fame and fortune in which most of us 
are aggressively engaged. The romantic 
drama, ‘‘An Enemy to the King, ’’ which 
was produced by E. H. Sothern at the 


Lyceum theater a few nights ago, scored | 


an immediate triumph, although it is 
perfectly safe to assume that nine-tenths 
of the critics who went to the first per- 
formance expected to be intensely 
amused, if not actually disgusted. This 
was due to the fact that the author of 
the play is R. N. Stephens, who is also 
responsible for ‘‘On the Bowery,’’ the 
play in which Steve Brodie, B. J., 
made his stellar histrionic debut. ‘‘The 
White Rat’ and **McFadden’s Some- 
thing or Other’’ were some of Mr. 
Stephens’ other serious offenses. It was 
therefore assumed in advance that the 
gentleman was not equal to the task of 
writing a romantic drama. As a matter 
of fact Mr. Stephens is a scholarly 
young man, who has for years occupied 
prominent journalistic positions. He 
drifted into theatricals us a result of 
frequent contact with show people 
while he was the dramatic editor of the 
Philadelphia Record. It happened that 


the firm with which he took his first 
engagement devoted itself exclusively 


to the production of low grade melo- 
They sensibly availed them- 
selves of the services of Mr. Stephens, 
who was glad of the opportunity to add 
to his none too bulky weekly stipend. 
Never Wrote a Failure. 
His portion of the work was done 


| well, for of all the emanations from his 


pen for this particular firm not one of 
them proved a failure. This showed at 
least that the young man was possessed 
of the rare ability to write to fit a given 
kind of audience. Stephens was restive, 
however. For years he had been ambi- 
tious todo something of which he might 
justly be proud, and he was rather 
ashamed than otherwise of the melo- 
dramatic horrors which he was reeling 
off at a rapid rate, and which were giy- 
ing him a reputation which he realized 
it would be extremely difficult to live 


down. So he wrote ‘‘An Enemy to the 
King’? and was laughed at by his 


friends, who sagely advised him that 
there Was money and success in his old 
line of work, while there was neither 
in the new one. Stephens shrugged his 
shoulders and sent his play to E. H. 
Sothern, who promptly accepted it, and 
now the young author, besides enjoying 
a weekly royalty of several hundred 
dollars, finds himself in a position to 
demand advance payments from man- 
agers who may wish to have plays writ- 
ten for future use. In other words, per- 
severance has landed Stephens on the 
top round of the ladder, and, with his 
ability and shrewduess, it is not likely 
that he will lose his foothold for many 
years, if at all. 
How Dr. Webb Won His Riches. 

Dr. W. Seward Webb, the vice presi- 
dent of the Wagner Sleeping Car com- 
pany, is another man who was not al- 
ways rich. His rise to great prosperity 
was made over a road beautifully paved 


| by artful little Cupid. The story is par- 


ticularly apropos just now by reason of 
the fact that the doctor was only re- 
cently elected to the Vermont legisla- 
ture, and it is said that he has his eye 
on the United States senate. The grati- 
fication of his ambition is not at all im- 
probable, for it is said that he is a very 
genial man of considerable ability, and 
then, besides, he is reputed to be worth 
several millions, which is certainly not 
an insuperable disadvantage in politics. 
But here is the story of Dr. Webb’s 
courtship as it has been recently given: 

Dr. Webb comes of an old Revolution- 
ary family and founded the Sons of the 
American Revolution, of which he was 
the first president general.

Bright and early Saturday thou- 
sands of men, scores of whom were dele- 
rates from out of town, assembled 
around Music hall, expecting the doors 
to be opened at any moment, that a com- 
promise might ensue. Overtures were 
made by the members of the state cen- 
tral committee, but were rejected by the 
men in poss ion of the hall, who were 
fearful of treachery. 

‘’yhe men on the outside then organized 
in Hamilton place, in response to the 
suggestion of Timothy W. Coakley, the 
lox ke d in leader of the silver men, and 
whatever business was transacted in the 
hall was eadorsed by the outside meet- 
ing. 

The state committee then went to 
Faneuil hall, where a convention was 
held, and the national candidates and 
the Chicago platform were endersed, and 
George F. Williams was nominated for 
gubernatorial honors. This action was 
protested by a number of Gold Standard 
Democrats, who withdrew in a body, 
and placed a ticket favorable to Palmer 
and Buckner in the field, on nomination 
papers. 

In Wesleyan hall the state convention 
of the Populist party was held, and im- 
mediately they heard that Williams had 
been nominated as the free silver candi- 
date for governor. They immediately fo:- 
lowed suit, and placed him at the head 
of their ticket. 

The men who held their places in 
Music hall were called to order by Tim- 
othy W. Coakley, and after the call had 
been read, James H. Mellen of Worcest-r 
was made temporary chairman. Foi-

Had Their Big Wigwam Crowded as 
It Had Never Been Before, 
Candidates Bryan and Sewall 
Were Their Guests. 


Thousands Who Packed the Streets Outside 
Went Home Disappointed.

New York, Sept. 30. 
remarkable 
With Bryan's campaign tour was that of 


demonstrations 


last evening, under the auspices of Tam- 
many Hall. In many respects it wasa 
more remarkable event than the great 
notification meeting in Madison Square 
Garden, 


Mr. Bryan was very tired after the 
events of Monday, and he rested till 
10:15 yesterday. Then he received a 


number of newspaper men and political 
leaders. At 1:30 a committee from New 
Jersey called on him and escorted him 
to the Academy of Music in Jersey City, 
Where he spoke to an audience of 1200 
or 1500. He reached the academy at 
3:15, and received a hearty welcome, 
over 2000 people cheering for him as he 
entered the building. After his speech 
he returned to the Bartholdi hotel and 
prepared for his evening's work. 

It has been many a decade since the 
Tammany wigwam has held sucha com- 
pact mass of humanity as that assem- 
bled there last night to hear Bryan and 
Others speak. Although 8 o'clock was

Over 6000 
persons were then in the hall. Resolu-| 
tions re read by John B. McGoldrick, 
endorsing the platforms adopted at the 
national convention held in Chicago, in 
the state convention at Buffalo, and the 
Democratic national and state candi- 

dates. The resolutions were adopted. 
Immediately after the adoption of the 
resoluti Mr. Bryan companied by 
Mr. Sewall, Senator Grady, Senator Daly 
of New Jersey, and George Fred Will- 
jams of Massachusetts, appeared on the] 


platform. A great outburst of applause 


greeted Mr. Lryan’s appearance. Hats, 
handkerchiefs and American tlags went 
up in all pats of the hall. Cheer after 
cheer rent the air. The cheering and 
applause ntinued for eight minutes, 
and at the conclusion Mr. Bryan was in- 
troduced by the chairman, and made an 
address upon the political issues of the 
day. 

Notwithstanding the steady down- 
pour there was an immense assemblage 
in front of Tammany Hall, and a sea of 
umbrellas met the gaze of those who 


had the temerity to brave the storm and 
from the comfortable committee 
rooms out on the two stands erected on 
each side of the entrance to the wigwam. 
A band of music helped to entertain the 
drenched, but enthusiastic, people, who 
listened to a brief address by Congress- 
man Livingston of Georgia and Con- 
gressman Amos Cummings. 

The large crowd seemed to think that 
Mr. Bryan, notwithstanding the ele- 
ments, Would not depart from Tammany 
Hall without making an address, how- 
ever brief, and they bravely stood their 
ground, It was about 9:30 o’clock when 
Mr. Bryan finished his address in the hall 
of the old wigwam, and made his way 
to the council chamber on the ground 
floor, accompanied by Mr. Sewall. 

Both Mr. Bryan and Mr. Sewall seemed 
worn out, and the heat inside the hall 
appeared to have affected both gentle- 
men. It was evident that the oratorical 
efforts of Mr. Bryan within the past few 
days had done some mischief, and there 
seemed no doubt that, even though the 
weather had been favorable, he would 
have been unable to carry out his inten- 
tion of speaking at the other stands. 
After a brief rest, Inspector Brooks 
cleared a passageway for the candidate, 
and led him out on the east stand, in 
front of the hall.
